Chicago, July 20.— Six hundred million dollars was added 
to the pay envelope of the nation’s 2,000,000 railroad work­ 
ers today in the first award handed down by the new United 
States Railway Labor board. 
Rejecting the demands of the organized rail unions for in­ 
creases totalling approximately one billion dollars, the board 
decided on about 60 per cent of that sum as a just increase to 
meet living conditions. 
The award adds approximately 21 per cent to the present 
pay schedules. Railroad officials have declared that any pay 
Increase awarded must be followed by a corresponding in­ 
crease in rates and they plan, it is said, to follow new tariffs 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
W ill It Stave Off Strike? 
W hether the award as given will stave off a general rail­ 
road strike remains to be seen. Leaders of practically every 
one of the 16 big railroad unions and 1,000 general chairmen 
are here to pass on its acceptability. 
The union presidents 
refused to make any comment before their meeting. 
The decision had been known to them yesterday and they 
believed then their men would stay in line at least until a 
referendum vote can be taken. 
N e a r ly a month will be needed for the referendum. 
The board’s decision is retroactive to May 1. 
As the max­ 
imum increase granted any class was 15 cents an hour oi 
$30.60 per month, the biggest back pay check due when the 
settlement is made August 1 will be $91.80.
